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Operational Matters and Comments 

1* The only news of interest which Subject had to report was the 
death of AEDRUMMER U* Here, Subject told of being on the spot when the 
death occurred (at the AEDRUMMER 1 offices on Karlsplatz) and how he 
assisted AEDRUMMER U's wife make the funeral arrangements, etc* Subject 
said that all AERODYNAMIC and AEDRUMMER personnel were quite shaken by 
AEDRU MMER U's death and many speculated that perhaps his death was not 
of natural causes but the result of RIS action. Subject said the local 
police were very interested in the case (probably as a normal routine) 
and promised to provide the results of an autopsy within three weeks* 

2* Subject requested the undersigned to try to find out the autopsy 
results through any of his contacts in order to dispell any doubts about 
the cause of death as soon as possible. He was especially anxious to 
provide this information to AEDRUMMER U's wife. The undersigned said he 
would try to fulfill this request. 

3. Whether this has any significancejor not. Subject said he learned 
from AEDRUMMER U's wife that on the eve df his death AEDRUMMER U had 
visited a Ukrainian dentist n amed Bohdah^sBlLAS (DOB; I 1 ? May ^9^1; Bf>R« 
Zakoraarie, Poland (w. Ukraine), address* 8 Sonnenstrasse, Munich 1J>, to 
have some teeth repaired. Also, while leaving his home quite early in 
the morning of 12 October, AEDRUMMER U did not arrive at his office 
building until about 1000. Where he went and what he did between the 
hours of 0800 and 1000 is not known. 

U* Subject reported that AECASOWAKI 3 is expected back in Munich 
from PBPRIME on about 1 November. Subject also said that first newspaper 
subsidy payment to be paid from PBPRIME has been received via mail in the 
form of a check.
